To the Committee on Student 
Affairs: 


It is my privilege this year to 
assist in the presentation of the 
annual report to the Committee on 
Student Affairs of the activities of 
the different organizations func- 
tioning under the Students’ Union 
in 1942-43. I trust that the infor- 
mation and recommendations set 
forth in this report will be found 
useful by the new Students’ Council. 

This Council was very unfortu- 
nate in losing the leadership of 
Lloyd Grisdale, who, after working 
on student matters all summer pro- 
ceeded to do an excellent job of 
organizing the new Council in such 
a way that no time was lost in 
starting its activities. I feel that 
much was left undone which would 
have been accomplished under his 
leadership, but thanks to his work 
early in the year the Council had a 
good grounding on which to base its 
work for the rest of, the term.

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Before continuing with a report on 
the activities of the Council, I would 
like to take this opportunity of ex- 
pressing the gratitude of the Coun- 
cil to some of the people who gave 
us a great deal of help during the 
year. 

Being a girl, I believe I am in a 
very advantageous position to say a 
few words about the accomplish- 
ments of one of our newest faculty 
members, Dr. Winspear. In one 
short year she has so firmly estab- 
lished herself-on our campus that 
we can scarcely realize that we have 
known her for such a short time. I 
am sure that there is not a girl on 
the campus who does not know her 
or who would hesitate to consult her 
‘about worries both personal and 
academic. With the loss of Pem- 
bina, I feel it is very necessary to 
have a person such as she to whom 
the girls, especially the Freshettes, 
can go for advice. I would, there- 
fore, like to congratulate and thank 
Dr. Winspear for the accomplish- 
ments she has made in the past year. 

Mr. Adshead, our former ac- 
countant, has been replaced this year 
by Mrs. M. D. Wylie. The execu- 
tive has been very well satisfied 
with her efficiency and work. It was 
very difficult for anyone to take 
over a position filled for twelve 
years by Mr. Adshead, especially 
when the only people to help her 
were ones who knew little or noth- 
ing of the manner in which the 
Union business was operated. At 
the present, however, she under- 
stands thoroughly all the details of 
our accounting system, and is doing 
very good work. 


There is not sufficient time here 
to thank all those people who have 
made the success of this year’s Coun- 
cil possible, but I would like to 
assure the committee that this 
Council has been very interested in 
Union activities and has been truly 
a fine ‘co-operative group with 
which to work. I am especially 
grateful to Bob Black and Louis 
Lebel, without whose help I am sure 
I would not have been able to carry 
on the duties of acting president. 


The first function of the Union 
with which I will deal is the contri- 
butions made to the Wartime and 
Charitable Funds, namely: 

(1) International Student Service. 

(2) Christmas Fund. 

(3) Women’s War Services. 

(4) Mobile Canteen Fund. 


All of these drives were operated 
directly under the authority of the 
War Services Committee. The War 
Services Fund was a pool consisting 
of: 

(1) Surpluses from last year’s 
drive. 

(2) Surpluses of class dances. This 
surplus was included in every class 
budget, and this year approximately

Dress will be semi-formal, and 
tickets may be obtained at the Uni- 
versity Bookstore. 

Probably for the last time, due to 
war-time restrictions, women grad- 
uates will mount the steps to grad- 
uation Tuesday afternoon in long, 
graceful white gowns. In contrast, 
will be the men in dark suits, gowns 
and mortar boards. Kneeling be- 
fore the Chancellor, Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice Ford, graduates will receive their 
hoods and diplomas. Tea will be 
served in Convocation Hall follow- 
ing the ceremony for parents and 
friends. 


The answer to a maiden’s prayer 
—the Graduation Ball—will be held 
at the Macdonald Hotel on Tuesday 
evening to the music of Cec Cam- 
eron’s orchestra. 


In charge of Convocation arrange- 
ments are the members of the 
Senior Class Executive: Hon. Presi- 
dent, Mr. F. M. Salter; President, 
Bruce Willson; Vice-president, Mar- 
jorie Skelton; Secretary-treasurer, 
Neil Holmes; and executive mem- 
bers, Bunty Sutherland, Gil Brima- 
combe and Doug Jamieson.

(3) The surplus turned in by ane 
one of the above drives—that is, any- 
thing over and above their objective. 

The material contributions made 
by the students of the University of 
Alberta to the different funds are 
listed below: 
1—Poppy Tag Day. 

Approximately $100.00 raised for 
the Canadian Legion. 


2—Students’ Union Xmas Fund. 

This was under the very capable 
management of Jack Garvin. A 
total of $485.45 was raised, the dis- 
tribution being: Faculty, $74.20; Stu- 
dents, $242.75; returns from a radio 
raffle, $168.50. 

With this money, hampers, valued 
at $347.18, were sent to District 
Nurses throughout Alberta. The 
expenses of the drive were $50.95, 
leaving a surplus over the $400.00 
objective of $87.32, which was turn- 
ed in to the General War Services 
Fund. 


3—Students’ Union Mobile Canteen 
Fund. 


The objective of this drive was 


$2,000.00, which was obtained in the 
following manner: 


The committee in charge decided 
not to resort to “high-pressure” 
drives if possible, so the money was 
collected by having the C.O.T.C., the 
Auxiliary Battalion and the U.A.T.C. 
boys sign over one day’s pay. The 
other students were almost all con- 
tacted personally, and could either 
give $1.00 in cash or sign over $1.25 
of their caution money. The 25 cents 
spread was to cover coses where 
people would sign over caution 
money but would actually have no 
refund at the ehd of the year. For 
this donation recognition badges 
were given, which prevented any 
duplication of canvassing. 

Donations were also asked for 
from every campus club and frater- 
nity. I would like to express here 
the appreciation of the Council to 
Dick Hislop for his work as Chair- 
man of this committee in organizing 


the drive. 


4—International Students’ Service. 

The objective of this fund was 
$300.00. This has been realized by 
one tag day, two house dances, don- 
ations and War Services Fund. 

The committee made an attempt 
to increase interest in this fund by 
articles in The Gateway about the 
work of the L.S.S. and also by having 
the Canadian Secretary of the or- 
ganization from the East give an 
informal address to the students. I 
feel that this is a very worthy fund, 
and the only reason it lacks support 
is that there is a general ignorance 
among the student body as to its 
meaning and accomplishments. 
5—War Contact Fund. 

A Students’ Union grant. of $400.00 
was made for the purpose of sending 
The Gateway to Alberta Alumni in 
the Services who are still stationed 
in Canada. Approximately 250 copies 
of each edition were forwarded. 
6—Canada Victory Bonds. 

An amount of $1,500.00 was pur- 
chased from the Students’ Union 
surplus in April, 1943. 
7—Women’s War Services Fund. 

Proceeds from a tea in the fall 
and a surplus from last year

Military train-

Union President’ s Report

amounting to $190.00 were turned 
into the General War Services Fund 
From this fund they drew $63.55, 
which was spent on material for 
articles sent to the Russian Relief 
and the Red Cross. Approximately 
forty-six sweaters, ten scarves and 
t woafghans were sent out. 

In summary, I would like to stress 
the fact. that the monetary contri- 
bution of the University of Alberta 
to War Funds, Charities and War 
Bonds was approximately $5,000.00 
during the past year. 

The Council followed last year’s 
example very closely with regard to 
the number and expense of social 
functions. Five major dances were 
held, namely: 

(1) The Wauneita was held in 
October at the Barn, with an at- 
tendance of 428 people. The tickets 
were $1.50 per couple, turning in 
total receipts of $321.00. 

(2) The Junior Prom on December 
1 at the Barn, at $2.00 per couple, 
had a deficit of about $75.00, but I 
feel this was largely due to the 
“examination scare” at that. time, 
and I do not think it should be 
eliminated. next year. 

(3) The Froph Dance in January 
at the Macdonald Hotel had an at- 
tendance of 440 people. Admission 
was $2.00 per couple, turning in total 
receipts of $400.00, which made a 
surplus of almost $175.00 going into 
the War Services Fund. 

(4) The Senior Formal in Febru- 
ary at the Macdonald Hotel, in con- 
trast to last year, turned in total re- 
ceipts of $214.00, making a small 
surplus. 

(5) Color Night this year was 
limited to award winners, members 
of the old and new Councils, and a 
few others especially invited. We 
felt this was necessary because it is 
now so difficult to get any suitable 
accommodation for a function of 
this type. Council felt that Color 
Night was essentially a celebration 
in honor of award winners, and that 
it should be as nice a banquet as 
possible, instead of having it far 
too crowded, as it most surely would 
have been if the ticket sale had been 
open. Approximately 150 award 
winners were listed, and about 95 
couples attended the dance. Here, 
too, I am sure that the reason the 
attendance was not greater was that 
many of the athletic award winners 
were Agriculture students who had 
just received notice that their final 
examinations had been moved up 
two weeks. However, the number 
who did attend seemed to be just 
about all the Masonic Temple could 
accommodate, especially for the ban- 
quet, and I believe that this was a 
very successful dance. Another ad- 
vantage in having a limited ticket 
sale is that a much larger majority 
of the girls winning awards were 
present. Practically every girl came 
who was eligible and I am certain 
that this was largely due to the fact 
that it was made an exclusive func- 
tion, thereby putting it on a differ- 
ent status than an ordinary class 
dance. 

During the year four or five House 
Dances were held in Convocation 
Hall, all of which ‘were quite suc- 
cessful, turning in a surplus to the 
War Services Fund. A House Dance 
Committee was set up at the be- 
ginning of the year, to be respon- 
sible for holding a dance whenever 
possible. This arrangement was 
quite satisfactory, and I would sug- 
gest that the new Council appoint 
this committee at one of their first 
meetings in order that it might hold 
as many dances as possible. A great 
deal more interest was shown this 
year by the students, and I think 
these Saturday dances should be 
given all the encouragement which 
they certainly deserve. With the 
loss of Athabasca Hall, the Univer- 
sity has a great need for all the 
student functions possible on the 
campus. 

The Council this year has had no 
complaints whatever in regard to 
the students’ conduct at any of these 
social functions. This is quite an 
important factor when one considers 
that all of these dances must take 
place off the campus, and also in a 
time when public opinion of the 
University bears so much weight. 


The first division of Union ac- 
tivity with which I will deal is 
Athletics. 

The services of Bob Fritz as Ath- 
letic Director were lost early last 
summer, and the University could 
not hire. another one to take his 
place. Because of this, we had to 
hire coaches and organizers for each 
of the different major sports on the 
campus. Under this system a larger 
share of the cost fell to the Union, 
even though we received a grant of 
$500.00 from the University. This 
individual enterprise proved un- 
satisfactory, and I would strongly 
recommend that next year’s Council 


hire an Athletic Director, with 
financial help from the University if 
possible, or by themselves if finan- 
cial and is not forthcoming. I might 
say that Bob Schrader concurs in 
this, and we would also suggest that 
careful thought be given to Stan 
Moher if they decide a director is 
needed. Moher has, for some time, 
taken charge of the men’s hockey 
league, and has done so exception- 
ally well. He is interested- in all 
phases of athletics, both men’s and 
women’s, and he has intimated to us 
that he would be pleased to accept 
if the position was offered to him. 

Without the students’ representa- 
tives being consulted, fhe Univer- 
sity moved the place of our “gym” 
from Athabaska Hall to the Varsity 
Rink, or what is now \the Drill Hall. 
Although in this case there was 
probably nothing else that could 
have been done, still the students 
feel that, as a rule, they should be 
consulted about matters which con- 
cern them so vitally. The Drill Hall 
was not altogether satisfactory, es- 
pecially for the less active sports 
such as Archery. Some place will 
most surely have to be found for 
these sports, or they will die. 

Next year it would be advisable 
for Council to draw up contracts 
with the different coaches at the 
first of the year so that they can 
be put on file. 

There is a definite need for a rink 
committee to be set up next year to 
run our rink, which is now down 
on the grid. This is no job for the 
Executive to do, and it is clearly 
not a job for either the M.A.B. or 
the W.A.B. It would be a good bit 
of work for a committee of three 
people to see that it runs efficiently. 
This year our rink-has not been too 
popular with the skaters, but it has 
proved to be a home for our inter- 
faculty hockey league. The cost of 
running the rink was high, about 
$800.00, but even at that I do not 
think that we should discontinue it.

Men’s Athletics 

There were some 300 men took 
part in Union operated athletic 
clubs. I feel this is a very com- 
mendable number, and compares 
favorably with last year. 

Interfaculty leagues were run in 
Rugby, Hockey and Basketball. We 
hired Tommy Hayes and his assist- 
ant, Steve Olander, to take charge of 
Rugby for $300.00. They coached 
and directed this league very well. 
There were four teams, with a total 
of about ninety players. They also 
organized a senior team composed of 
thirty men, which played and won 
two games against the R.C.AF. 
Manning Depot. The cost of Rugby 
this year was approximately $7.00 
a player. Because of there being no 
travelling, this is $7.00 lower than 
last year, even though the cost of 
the coaches is included. 

Stan Moher was paid $200.00 to 
direct the interfaculty hockey 
league in his usual fine style. These 
teams played twelve games; the un- 
stable weather did all it could to 
ruin the league, but the interest re- 
mained high throughout. We bought 
equipment, so that we can now ice 
full teams, excepting goalkeepers. 
According to Bob Schrader, the class 
of hockey was better this year than 
last. 

Paul Kirk, for $200.00, was the 
director and coach of men’s basket- 
ball. It was not felt that he per- 
formed his duties in as competent 
a manner as we expected. The 
senior team fell down badly in the 
Edmonton league, and yet it is felt 
that we had good enough material 
for such a league if it had been 
coached by one who understood his 
duties. Kirk did not direct the in- 
terfaculty league, but it was quite 
successful. 

Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing 
were carried on, but suffered a 
blow when St. Joseph’s gym was 
taken away from them. Their acti- 
vities for the rest of the year were 
very limited. This question is dealt 
with more fully in the report of the 
President of Men’s Athletics. 

Women’s Athletics 

This year about 180 girls have 
taken part in the various activities 
of the W.A.B., which is about ten 
per cent better than last year. 

The only senior team was in 
basketball. The services of Gordon 
Ferguson were obtained to coach 
the team, and he proved to be very 
satisfactory, and the team made a 
good showing in the Edmonton 
league. 

If the Outdoor Club so desired, 
there is every justification for hiring 
a skiing instructor. 

Don Cormie,* the secretary-treas- 
urer of the club, has drawn up a 
constitution for the club, and I have 
attached it to my report to be acted 
upon as the new Council sees fit. 

The Swimming Club was well 


handled again this year, and about 
sixty members, which is fifteen more 
than last year, swam every Thurs- 
day night. A few of the better 
swimmers in the club were very 
good about helping the beginners; 
however, it has been suggested that 
this system. of assistance could either 
be more highly organized or perhaps 
a professional instructor could be 
hired. The interest in this club 
seems to warrant the hiring of the 
pool for an extra night each week if 
the club executive wished it. 


The Philharmonic Society 

This society was expected to be 
hit ‘particularly hard by our policy 
of “no travelling,” as it was thought 
that many of its members were 
members only because of its annual 
trip to Calgary. The number of 
students who actually turned out to 
partake in the Philharmonic was less 
than last year, but those who did 
turn out were really interested and 
had much to offer. 

There is a profit of about $200.00 
from the shows that were put on. 
This is remarkable for a University 
function, as they are not put on 
with the money-making idea in 
mind. 

It has been drawn to my attention 
that the University refused the so- 
ciety permission to put on a show 
under the auspices of the War Ser- 
vices Entertainment Board. It would 
seem to me that we might do some 
good and receive much favorable 
criticism by such a presentation as 
this. It would take very little extra 
work for the society, and I know 
they would like to do it. 


The Political Science Club 

It was not possible to obtain the 
services of outside speakers this 
year, so it was arranged to have 
different members lead discussions. 
This appeared to work very well, and 
should probably be continued. This 
is far from being a social club, and 
has a very definite value in this time 
of our history. Topics discussed this 
year were: Post>War Economics, The 
Profit Motive, Socialism and Democ- 
racy, The Color Line. Also, there 
was a meeting with Mr. Elmer Roper 
discussing “The Three Dangers.” 


The Debating Society 
This society, probably more than 
most others, had trouble with its 
membership this year, and it will be 
hard to increase the “membership 
until after the war. 


' The Dramatic Society 

Some understanding should be 
reached with the University about 
the services of the Dramatic Direc- 
tor. The director, I understand, has 
taken a very dictatorial: attitude to 
the production of this cociety, and if 
something cannot be done to cor- 
rect it, the students will probably 
have to hire their own director. I 
would suggest that a committee be 
set up to look into the matter by 
Mr. Amerongen. 


The Make-up Club 

The Literary Society has added to 
its ranks another club this past 
year, namely, the Make-up Club. 
Through this club the members are 
taught the art of “make-up” and 
practice this at the Literary Society’s 
several functions. Its first year has 
proved very successful with a mem- 
bership of about fifteen. 


Student Publications 
The Gateway. 

If one edition a week is published 
it will not mean that only fifteen 
editions of The Gateway will be put 
out, but a figure closer to twenty 
would probably be agreed upon. 

The question of reducing the pre- 
sent subscription charge will need 
to be carefully considered. It would 
probably be wise to do this from 
the total page angle, for this year 
with three less issues there have 
been 130 pages printed plus the 
literary supplement, and last year 
in the corresponding period there 
were only six more pages printed, or 
a total of 136 pages. 

Incidental Student Services 

The Students’ Book Exchange was 


run by the S.C.M. again this year, ! 


and again it proved to be very valu- 
able. It served -663 students by 
handling 952 of their books. The 


gross revenue was $1,329.10, the} 


usual ten per cent commission being 

charged. The Exchange operated 

for fourteen days in the fall. 

The Freshmen Introduction 
Committee. 


With regard to Freshmen Intro- 


duction, I would like to mention the 
“Hello Campaign.” This failed last 
fall, but I am sure the idea is good, 
and I believe it could be made to 
work another year. 

The Information Bureau. 

Our Information Bureau was de- 
finitely useful to the Freshmen Jast 
fall. It helped them solve housing 
problems with information obtained 
from the Bursar’s Office, and an- 
swered no end of questions of in- 
terest to the Freshmen. 

Provincial News Department. 

It was our idea at the first of the 
year to develop this department into 
something bigger and better than it 
has been in the past.- It is one of 
the purposes of the P.N.D. to keep 
the province informed of the doings 
of the student at University. To 
increase its efficiency in this line, 
we decided to send out clippings of 


the activities of the different stu- 
dents to their home town news- 
papers. There were only about 
thirty letters sent out, but I still feel 
that this could be a very valuable 
service to the province as a whole, 
and I would like to see its activities 
increased another year. 


It was also felt, and I believe that 
the suggestion for this came from 
Dr. Sheldon, that feature articles 
could be written about some of the 
prominent graduates of this Univer- 
sity and tell of the town they came 
from, their activities while at the 
University, the course they took at 
University ,and what they have done 
to become prominent since gradu- 
ating. We felt that these articles 
could be read over CKUA, publish- 
ed in The Gateway and sent to the 
home town newspaper, thereby ad- 
vertising the University and our 
Students’ Union functions at ine 
same time. Though not done this 
year, I believe it would be a valu- 
able thing to have done another 
year. 


Eighteen standard news broad- 
casts were again presented this year, 
each fifteen minutes long and con- 
sisting of six half-hour Varsity Quiz 
shows and nine Varsity Variety pro- 
grammes featuring student musical 
talent. 


This is one point that I would 
like to get off my chest, and that is 
this: all the student officials in the 
Union are responsible to the Coun- 
cil; Council in turn is responsible to 
this committee. It, therefore, seems 
to me that if these officials do 
something which is unsatisfactory, 
these authorities should complain 
to Council, not to the officials un- 
der Council. 


Last summer a Student Survey 
Committee was set up, and _ this 
committee drew up a report which 
was brought before this body last 
fall. Nearly all the changes that 
have been made this year have 
arisen directly out of this report. 


However, there are many changes 
left in the report that are important, 
but as you people and Mr. Ameron - 
gen are familiar with this material, 
I will not go into it again. That re- 
port is, of course, attached. 2 

Important changes to be made by 
Council this year, in brief, are as 
follows: t 


A change was made so that all — 


faculties were represented on ithe 
Council. This took in the repre- 
sentative from the Faculty of Edu- 
cation. 

Probably the ‘most important 
change to be made this year was 
what resulted in the Enforcement 
and Discipline Act. We made it the 
duty of the head of each function, 
social, athletic or literary, to report 
any breach of conduct to the En- 
forcement and Discipline Committee, 
who in turn call the offenders and 
try them. It also established that 
it is a crime to neglect to report 
such breach of conduct. One might 
question whether this will work, and 
we did too, for it is hard to get one 
student to expose another, but we 
think it will. However, this year 
there have not been any reported 
cases, but neither, to my knowledge, 
have there been any breaches of 
conduct which should have been re- 
ported. In fact, Dr. MacEachran told. 
me that he liked the students better 
before the war, for he got to know 
more of them then. There is one 
thing that I would suggest. be done, 
and that is that the Secretary he 
instructed to send out a notice to 
the head of each function that is 
going to be presented and remind 
them that they are responsible for 
the discipline of that function. 

That there are deficiencies in my 
part of this report I well know. 
However, I am sure you will all 
understand and make allowances, for 
you know this is a particularly busy 


i time of year.

not a little adverse criticism. But 
proofreading at best is a dreary job, 
requiring many hours each week 
throughout the year. Financial re- 
imbursement should provide the 
necessary incentive to students to 
volunteer their services for this very 
necessary task. 


Inasmuch as The Gateway has 
shown a large surplus during the 
past two years, objection cannot be 
taken to these proposed changes on 
financial grounds. Students who 
pay a $2.00 subscription for the paper 
have a right to demand that nothing 
financially possible which will bet- 
ter The Gateway shall be left un- 
done. 

Looking back over the year, 
tribute must be paid to the business 
staff of the paper, who in spite of 
the difficulty of securing advertising 
solicitors and other assistants, were 
able to show a large surplus at the 
end of the year. This was largely 
due to the energy and efficiency of 
Bill Payne in the position of Busi- 
ness Manager. 


Students Too Modest 

One of the greatest difficulties en- 
countered by the paper was the re- 
luctance of capable and qualified 
students to accept editorial posi- 
tions of responsibility, and a reluct- 
ance to contribute articles to the 
paper. A more interesting paper 
would result if a greater number of 
students took the time to put their 
brain-waves on paper and send 
them to The Gateway. Students as 
a whole, feel too modest about their 
abilities and their efforts. Fur- 
thermore, the greater the number 
of students contributing, the greater 
the variety of material and the less 
the burden on the individual.

Dr. Stuart George Davis, who has 
been Sessional Instructor in Chem- 
istry during the current session, is 
appointed Lecturer in Chemistry 
from May 1. 

Dr. MacIntyre is a son of Judge 
James MacIntyre of Sackville, N.B. 
After graduating in Arts from Mount 
Allison University in 1925, Dr. Mac- 
Intyre proceeded to the Harvard 
Law School, where he secured the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws in 1928, 
did one year’s teaching, after which 
he was awarded a graduate scholar- 
ship which led to the degree of 


‘Master of Laws in 1930. In that year 


he joined the staff of the Faculty of 
Law of the University of Alberta. 
In 1938 he was granted a Fairchild 
Research Fellowship by Harvard 
University, and spent a year’s leave 


of absence there, earning the de- 
gree of Doctor of Juridical Science. 
In 1934 Dr. MacIntyre founded the 


Alberta Law Quarterly, the first 
legal periodical to be published by a 
Canadian law school. He has pub- 
lished articles also in the Harvard 
Law Review and the Canadian Bar 
Review. 


Dr. Matthews was born in Prince 
Edward, Island, but grew up in 
Daysland, Alberta. Graduating from 
the University of Alberta in 1921 
with the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Pharmacy, he was ap- 
pointed to the University staff two 
years later. Shortly afterwards he 
obtained the degree of Master of 
Science here, and in 1940 secured the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
doing part of the work at Perdue 
University and completing it at the 
University of Florida. 


Dr. Sandin is a native of Minne- 
sota. Coming to Alberta at an early 
age, he graduated from this Uni- 
versity in 1916, and while acting as 
demonstrator in the Department of 
Chemistry, earned the Master of 
Arts degree in 1919. During suc- 
ceeding years he spent part of his 
time at the University of Chicago 
where he was awarded the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy in 1924. 
His first permanent appointment to 
the staff of this University was as 
Lecturer in Chemistry in 1922. Dr. 
Sandin has also studied at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and at Harvard 
University. At the latter University 
he held for a year a fellowship 
awarded by the Rockefeller Found- 
ation to enable him to pursue his 
research on cancer. This research 
has been interrupted by the present 
war. 


Dr. Boomer is a native of Van- 
couver and a graduate of the Uni- 


versity of British Columbia in 1920. 
He pursued post-graduate studies in 
Chemistry at McGill University, 
obtaining the degrees both of Master 
of Science and Doctor of Philosophy, 
the latter in 1923. From there he 
proceeded to Cambridge University 
where he was a Cavendish Memorial 
Fellow for two years. In 1925 he 
was appointed to the staff of the 
University of Alberta. 


Dr. Max Wyman 
Returns to U. of A. 


The President has just announced 
the appointment of Dr. Max Wyman, 


now of the National Research Coun- 
cil, Ottawa, as lecturer in Mathe- 
matics. 


Dr. Wyman graduated from the 
University of Alberta in 1937 with 
the James Ramsey Gold Medal in 
Mathematics and the Governor- 
General’s Gold Medal. He then 
held a teaching fellowship at the 
California Institute of Technology, 
and in 1941 won his doctor’s degree 
in mathematics. After a year on the 
teaching staff of the University of 
Saskatchewan, he went to the 
Gauges Division of. the Research 
Council.
